1. [Canceled] A construction layout stripping comprising : 
tc. a pliable, non-elastic e longated base; 

b; repeating units disposed on the base, the r epeating units having a plurality of pairs 

of uprights thereon on a single fix e d spacing interval, each pair of uprights 
adapted to define a partition for grippingly receiving a sp e cified size of 
construction m e mbe r , 

wh e reby, construction el e ments can b e built of various sized construction members 

spaced apart at a single fixed int e rval without the need t o measure and mark the spacing, 
and the members can be held in place while being fixedly attached to th e construction 
e lement. 

2. [Canceled] The construction layout stripping of claim 1 having on the base cutting ribs 
that provide a cutting means t o allow a us e r to make a cl e an cut at a d e sired length with 
any type of cutting device. 

3. [Canceled] Th e strip of claim 1 wh e re th e bas e is compris e d of two layers; first, an 
elastic layer; and second, a non-clastic layer, the two layers b e ing bond e d tog e ther. 

4. [Canceled] Th e construction layout stripping of claim 1, th e bas e having a sticky surface 
for mor e securely grippingly e ngaging construction members placed into the partitions 
d e fined thereon. 

5. [Canceled] Th e construction layout stripping of claim 1 , th e base having a sticky surface 
for grippingly engaging a surface to which it is being applied. 

6. [Canceled] The construction layout stripping of claim 1 wh e re th e r e p e ating units have 
partitions spaced apart so as to cr e at e the ability to spac e construction members on more 
than one spacing interval using the sam e stripping. 

7. [Canceled] The construction layout stripping of claim 1, the repeating units having a s e t 
of partitions, each of which is adapted to receive a 1 %" framing member, t he set 
comprising : 

tr. a first partition; 

tr a second partition, having a center which is 1G" fr o m the c e nt e r of th e first 

partition; 

c a third partition, having a center which is 8" fr o m th e center of th e s e cond 

partition; 

&. a fourth partition, having a center which is 8" from th e cent e r of th e third 

partition; 

c: a sufficient l e ngth o f base so that the center of th e fourth partition is 1G M from a 

center of th e first partiti o n of the n e xt repeating unit, 


whereby a user can place 1 %" framing memb e rs on c ith e r 16" or 24" centers. 


8. [Canceled] The repeating units of claim 1 having a s e t of partitions, each of which is 
adapted t o r e ceive a 3%" framing m e mb e r, the set comprising: 

a: a fi r st partition; 

fen a second partition, having a center which is 16" from the center of the first 

partition; 

f. a third partition, having a cent e r which is 8" from th e center of the second 

partition; 

eh a fourth partition, having a cent e r which is 8" from th e c e nte r of the third 

partition; 

e: a suffici e nt length of bas e so that the c e nter of the fourth partition is 16" from a 

center of the first parti t i o n of th e n e xt repeating unit, 
whereby a user can place 3 %" framing members on ei t her 16" or 24" cen t ers. 

9. [Canceled] The repeating units of claim 1 having a set of partitions, each o f which is 
adapt e d to receive a ^"framing member, the set comprising : 
-ar. a first partition; 

-fen a second partition, having a cent e r which is 16" from th e c e nt e r of the first 

partition; 

r- a third partition, having a cent e r which is 8" from the c e nter of th e second 

p artition; 

th a fourth partition, having a cent e r which is 8" from the center of the third 

partition; 

tr. a suffici e nt length of base so that the c e nter of the fourth partition is 16" from a 

center of the first partition of the next repeating unit, 
whereby a user can place Yi" framing members on e ither 16" or 24" centers. 

[Canceled] The construction layout stripping of claim 1 having mor e than one set of 
partiti o ns adapt e d to r e ceive more than on e siz e o f construction m e mber and to allow for 
more than on e spacing interval for each size of memb e r. 

[Canceled] Th e construction layout stripping of claim 10 wher e partitions associated 
with each size of memb e r and e ach spacing interval hav e a consistent id e ntifier means for 
noting which interval and member they r e lat e to which is diff e rent from th e id e ntifie r 
means for other constructi o n members and for diff e r e nt spacing int e rvals. 

[Amended] The A oonstwetion layout strip having the following repeating units on the 
same eonstruetion layout stripping where adjoining partitions share a eommon upright* 
the Strip comprising: 
a, a pliable, non-elastie base, 

a b. a first repeating set of partitions, each of which eaeh defined by a pair of uprights 
on the base, eaeh partition adapted to grippingly receive a 1 %" framing member, 
the set including: 

i . a first partition with a eenteir . 
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ii. a second partition, having a center which is +6 8" from the center of the 
first partition, 

m: a third partition, having a c e nter which is 8" from the center of the second 

partition, 

vr. a fourth partition, having a center which is 8" from the center of th e third 

partition, 

v ill. a sufficient length of base so that the center of the fourth §&eond partition 
is +6 8" from a center of the first partition of the a next rep e ating unit first 
reputing ml of partitions : 
be. a SteQfld set of rotating partitions adjacent to the i-W 1 first set of repeating 

partitions, each of which is adapted to gri ppiftgly receive a 3 %" framing member, 

the set including: 

i. a first partition with a center* the partition inelttdiag an upright shared with 
the first partition from the first mi, 

ii. a second partition, having a center which is 16" from the center of the first 
partition, the seeond partition including a shared upright with the seeoftd 
partition from the first set 

rrh a third partition, having a c e nter which is 8" from the c e nter of the second 

pa r tition 

vr. a fourth partition, having a cent e r which is 8" from the center of the third 

partition, 

v in. a sufficient length of base so that the center of the fourth partition is +6 1" 
from a center of the first partition of the a next r e p e ating unit second set of 
repeating partitions: 

a set of parti t ions adjacent t o the 1 %" parti t ions, e ach of which is adapted to 

receive a 14" framing m e mber, the set including: 
h a first partition, 

rh a second partition, having a c e nter which is 16" from th e c e nter of the first 

partition, 

nr. a third partition, having a center which is 8" from the c e nt e r of the second 

partition, 

iv: a fourth partition, having a center which is 8" fr o m th e c e nt e r of th e third 

partition, 

v. a suffici e nt length of base so that the cent e r of the fourth partition is 16" 

from a center of th e first partition of the next r e peating unit,whcrcby a user 
can place 1 3 %", or 14" framing members on 16" or 24" centers using 
the same construction layout stripping. 

whereby a user can place 1 5 /a"- Of 3 %" , or 14" framing members on 16" or 24" centers 

using the same construction layout stripping. 
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[Canceled] A m e thod of assembling construction m e mbers comprising th e steps of: 


zr. providing the construction layout stripping of claim 1; 

\r. placing more than one construction m e mber into the partitions adapted to closely, 

grippingly receiv e the construction m e mbers at the d e sired fixed interval; and 
c. affixing th e membe r s in place at th e desired interval 

14. [Canceled] Th e method of claim 12 wh er e the construction layout stripping is provided 
on a roll. 

15. [New] The strip of claim 12 further comprising the base having cutting ribs defined 
thereon that provide a cutting means to allow a user to make a clean cut at a desired 
length with a blade cutting device. 

1 6. [New] The strip of claim 12 where the base is comprised of two layers, an elastic layer 
and a non-elastic layer, the two layers then bonded together, whereby the elastic layer 
provides a material for grippingly engaging the construction members and from which the 
uprights can be defined, and the non-elastic layer provides support so that the strip does 
not stretch distorting the spacing intervals. 

17. [New] The strip of claim 12, the base having a first sticky surface for more securely 
grippingly engaging construction members placed into the partitions defined thereon. 

1 8. [New] The strip of claim 17, the base having a second sticky surface on an opposite side 
from the first sticky surface claimed dependent claim 17 above, for grippingly engaging a 
surface to which the strip is being applied, whereby the strip can be attached to a surface 
to facilitate the layout of construction members on an opposite surface of the strip, 

19. [New] The strip of claim 12 further comprising a third set of repeating partitions adjacent 
to the second set, the third set disposed on the same spacing interval as the second set and 
each partition thereof sharing an upright with the second set, each partition in the third set 
adapted to grippingly engage Vz inch framing members.
